Nor 
did he tell how the Boers made an orderly 
retirement from Pretoria, carrying off all 
their guns and the rolling stock, thus frus- 
trating General French's attempt to cut off 
their retreat.

LONDON, June 7.—The list of casualties 
now coming through indicates that there 
Was severe fighting before the Thirteenth 
Yeomanry surrendered.
